In response to the Office Action requesting an election of species mailed April 23, 
2001, please consider the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Claims 179-209 are pending in this application and presented for examination. 
The Examiner has required an election of species, as allegedly the "methods of making" a library 
or array of the present invention involves patentably distinct species. In response. Applicants 
respectfully elect, with traverse, a photolithographic method of making the array of the present 
invention. Claims readable thereon include claims 172-209. 

In making this species election, Applicants note that a species election is not a 
restriction requirement. In fact, under M.P.E.P. § 808.01(a), it states that in making a 
requirement for restriction in an application claiming plural species, the Examiner should group 
together species considered clearly unpatentable over each other, with the statement that 
restriction as between those species is not required. As the Examiner has merely made a general 
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
